It's time to give back crown 
of St. Stephen to Hungary 


LOS ANGELES (NC)—The Leos 
Angeles Times has called on the 
federal government to return the 
1,000-year-old St. Stephen’s crown, 
the symbol of Hungarian sover- 
eignty, to the Communist govern- 
ment of Hungary. 


The crown, presented by Pope 
Sylvester II to King Stephen I for 


establishing Christianity in Hun- 
gary, fell into U.S. hands in 1945 
after a regent of Hungary fled Soviet 
invasion and took it to Austria. 
Americans found it with other 
valuables in a discarded wooden 
case. Its present location has been 
a closely guarded secret. 


“IT IS TIME,”’ the Times editorial 
said, ‘‘that the United States return 
to the Hungarian people a national 
relic that is as historically and 
symbolically important to them as 
the Liberty Bell is to Americans.”’ 


The legal ownership of the crown 
has not been fully established. Some 
say that as successors to the kings of 
Hungary, the Hungarian govern- 


‘ment is the lawful owner. Others 


insist it belongs to the former royal 
family, and a third opinion says it is 
the property of the Vatican, because 
it was originally bestowed on the 
king of Hungary by a Pope. 

Experienced historians acknowl- 
edge the claim of the Hungarian 
state. The Vatican has never laid a 
claim to the crown, although it has 
repeatedly been reported to have 
encouraged protests by _ exiled 
Hungarians against its return to 
Hungary. 

ONE SUCH PROTEST came in 
1971 from the late Cardinal Jozsef 
Mindszenty, who wrote to then 
President Richard Nixon asking that 
the crown not be released to the 
Communists.

The Vatican has granted permis- 
sion for U.S. Catholics to receive 


holy communion-in-the-hand if they 
wish to do so. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher said the 


practice may begin in the San Diego 


diocese as early as September, and 


that every parish would have the 
option of offering it by 


late 
November. 


BISHOP MAHER pointed out it 
will be up to individual pastors to set 
dates for the implementation of the 
practice. He said that instruction 
and preparation should include 
theological doctrine on the Eucharist 
and not merely the practice aspects. 


“‘Depending on the nature of the 
catechetical programs used, im- 
plementation may begin as early as 
one month after the beginning of the 
new school year or as late as the first 
Sunday of Advent,’’ said Bishop 
who, is concerned that 
children particularly receive proper 
instruction. 

The bishop emphasized that those 
who wish to receive holy com- 
munion-in-the-hand will have the 
option in every parish in the diocese 
by Nov. 27. 


““FHOSE WHO wish to continue 
to receive holy communion on the 
tongue must also feel free to do so,”’ 
he added. 


Bishop Maher has advised pastors 
to conduct a variety of instructional 
programs on a small group basis to

“Likewise, it would be appropri- 
ate to begin the reception of holy 
communion-in-the-hand in the con- 
text of small group liturgies,’’ he 
said. 

A SUBSEQUENT issue of the 
Southern Cross will contain specific 
instruction on the new practice and 
will be illustrated with photographs. 
_ Local bishops decide whether to 
put the practice into effect in their 
dioceses after a period of instruc- 
tion. Archbiship Jospeh L. Bernar- 
din, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, has 
told U.S. bishops that instructional 
materials will be available this 
month. 

The U.S. bishops asked permis- 
sion for communion-in-the-hand in 
June following debate on the issue 
at their spring meeting in Chicago. 

MORE THAN two-thirds of the 
bishops voted for the proposal which 
was introduced by the NCCB liturgy 
committee. 

Some 30 dioceses and archdio- 
ceses around the U.S., including the 
Angeles archdiocese, have 
announced approval of the practice. 

Cardinal Joseph Carberry of St. 
Louis, one of the strongest foes of 
communion-in-the-hand, . has ap- 
proved it for his diocese. 

Since 1969, the Vatican has 
granted such permission on request 
to nearly 50 countries or episcopal 
conferences throughout the world, 
including those in Canada, Mexico, 
England and Ireland.

FOR A 1,000 YEARS in the streets of 
Rome everyday small talk like the above 
was carried on in Latin. Even today in a 
small corner of Vatican City, Latin is 
still a living—or rather electric-charge 
—language for a high-voltage American 
Carmelite and his few colleagues who 
are the Latinists of Pope Paul VI. 


You might see Father Reginald 
Foster on a hot summer’s day giving a 
Latin-language tour of the shrines of the 
Roman Forum. On the bus you might 
glimpse him reading through a volume 
of Cicero. ‘‘Cicero’s letters are my 
life,’’ he says. 


But wherever he is and whatever he is 
doing, Latin is in Father Foster’s heart, 
if not also on his mind and lips. ‘‘I get so 
distracted,’’ says the 37-year-old priest 
from Milwaukee. “‘All I see is Latin all 
over the place.”’ 


FOR EIGHT YEARS, Father Foster 
has been putting papal briefs, bulls and 
personal correspondence into good 
Latin. 


“‘For some bishops a Latin letter from 
the Pope is still a treasure,’’ says Father 
Foster. ‘‘The German and Polish 
bishops would have nothing else. And 
recently a group of Portuguese bishops 
was thrilled to death when the Pope 
spoke to them in Latin.” 


Anyone who writes to the Pope in 
Latin receives a Latin reply and all 
Vatican correspondence with the 
Church in Iron Curtain countries is still 
in Latin, the priest says. 

FATHER FOSTER bristles when 
clerics fail to see the practical 
advantage which Latin still has for 
Church communications. 


“Sometimes priests will come to an 
international meeting where Latin is the 
accepted language and insist upon 
speaking in English. Well, let them 
stand up and talk to the walls, the big 
fools,’’ scoffs Father Foster.

Said Bishop Maher in a 
statement following the 


governor’s remarks, ‘‘Gov.- 


Brown, in declaring that 
government should pay for 
abortions for low “income 
women is discriminating 
against the right of the child 
to life.” 


ARCHBISHOP = Quinn’s 
statement said, ‘‘It is regret- 
table that the governor 


placed the principle of eco- 
nomic discrimination above 


the considerations of the 
right to life.’’ 


Abortion is taking the life 
of the infant, Bishop Maher 
said, adding, ‘‘Governor and 
state should be protecting 
this fundamental right. 
What’s wrong is wrong, and 
has nothing to do with how 
much income you have or 
how little.’’ : 


Bishop Maher said the 
governor was more ready to 
provide help for the poor to 
have abortions than for them 
to have children. 


“ONE COULD see this 
point of view as another form 
of oppression of the poor,’’ 
he said. ‘‘The poorest of the 
poor is the innocent unborn 
child.

Archbishop Quinn said the 
supreme and final dis- 
crimination in the. abortions 
of both rich and poor is 
against the unborn.

God the grandfather 


A year ago we were vacationing at Monterey and 
went to Mass at the lovely old mission at Carmel, 
where Padre Junipero Serra is buried. It happened 
to be the feast of St. Joachim and St. Anne, parents 
of Mary and, therefore, grandparents of Jesus. Just 
before Mass some young ladies came to each pew 
to find out the names of grandparents, and we 
boasted suitably.

Martyr by mind control 


Modern theologians are of the opinion that actual 
physical death may not be necessary in order to 
achieve martyrdom for the faith. According to 
Franciscan Father Ernesto Piacentini, the author of 
a study on the juridical aspects of martydom, ‘‘new 
techniques of persecution today are not intent on 
creating martyrs through physically eliminating 
Christians. They rely on reducing them ‘on the 
purely vegetative state,’’ he said in a Vatican radio 
interview.

“Save Our Children’ 


A good point is made ‘by my colleague Gerry 
Sherry, who edits the San Francisco archdiocesan 
Monitor, in connection with Anita Bryant’s 
campaign to ‘‘Save our children’’. While she is 
concerned exclusively with saving ‘‘our children’ 
from homosexuality it has been pointed out that a 
far wider application can be made of such a banner 
appeal. 


As Sherry points out in an editorial, the children 
of migrant workers in Anita’s own Florida orange 
groves could well be the subject of a ‘‘SOC’’ 
appeal. And what about the children faced with 
drug pushers in just about every school: system in 
the country? SOC could apply some force of citizen 
action here, surely. 


Then there’s reason to ‘‘save our children’’ from 
the blatant sexual and drug related overtones of 
much of the rock music coming over the airwaves 
from radio stations licensed by the federal 
government. And, close at home, there is certainly 
a need to ‘‘save our children’’ from the threat of 
involvement in child pornography which is so 
pernicious a part of the ‘‘business’’ 
California. 


Sherry ends his comment: ‘The current attacks 
on our traditional moral values can be ultimately 
traced back to the disintegration of family life.

Poor philosopher 


Dr. John Donnelly, chairman of the philosophy 
department at the Catholic University of San Diego 
was recently quoted as saying that heaven could be 
a bore. ‘‘People don’t often think about whether if 
there is life after death it’s going to be a pleasant 
thing or just boring, but it could be,’’ he said in an 
interview with the San Diego Tribune. 

Unfortunately, Dr. Donnelly’s follow-up letter to 
the newspaper, regretting the selective twist of the 
interview, was still rather obscure. Philosophers 
use a lot of words, but it’s not always clear what 
they mean. 

The story certainly made news across the 
country. | first saw it in a Denver newspaper, and 
heard Dr. Donnelly last’ Sunday on CBS radio’s 
“World of Religion,’’ being more explicit. We have 
now arranged for him to talk for Southern Cross 
publication sometime soon, as a much more 
orthodox Catholic than headlines make him out to 
be.

We were talking...about the way. 
that, sometimes, simple things may 
come to have meaning for us quite 
different from what is apparent, so 
that they acquire an unexpected 
symbolism. 


| was dallying one day, playing with 
a child’s spyrograph—one of those 
simple mechanical toys with which 
one can describe a variety of lovely 
symmetrical designs—and began to 
find a certain significance in the 
movement of the patterns it was 


tracing: 


THE LINES radiated out from .a 
central point, always returning to the 
same place, but curving outward and 
inward in beautiful parabolic arches, 
crossing, interweaving, embellishing, 
in increasing complexity. Each single 
arc was simple and distinct, but in 
combination, they formed intricate 
and quite charming designs. 


It occurred te me that there was a 
parallel in the movement and inter- 
action of our lives, and the way they fit 


How graphic can you be? 


into God’s overall plan. For most of 
us, the pattern of our lives is as 
simple, as distinct. Sometimes it 
seems aimless and without real 
direction. Sometimes it may feel too 
contained, too limited, too bound by 
conditions not of our making. 


It is usually only after years of 
experience and suffering that we 
come to that mood of objective 
reflection in which we can see 
that—all the time—we are being led, 
drawn, to a certain point, a certain 
development. Some of us never do 
come to see the effect our lives have 
on others, nor gain insight into how 
important and integral to the whole 
design our contribution is. 


NOR IS IT easy to understand that, 
God-centered as we are, we must 
return again and again and always to 
that center, if we are to be true to 
ourselves. We do not readily accept 
the necessary willing bondage to 
God’s design for us. Like Adam and 
Eve, we would far rather go our own 


way and do our own thing. 


If only we could be free of the 
restrictions our circumstances impose 
on us, what magnificient adventures 
we might discover! If we could have 
our ‘‘druthers,’’ what great swathes 


‘we might cut in the world, what 


meaningful, important transforma- 
tions we could bring about for man 
and for God! 


Even the most. sensible and 
pragmatic of us must dream like that, 
at least now and again! Or, for that 
matter, use that kind of rationale to 
excuse a reluctance to work within the 
limits we have to make life as fulfilling 
and productive as possible. 


IF WE COULD, we would fly out 
into space rather than be circum- 
scribed in neat parabolas, destined to 
work in cooperation with others— 
however beautiful the end result is 
envisioned. But we are not alone in 
this life, nor the next. All our actions 
are interactions. Our needs draw us to 


others as their needs draw them to us. 


Most of all, the driving need to find 
harmony in our own being. draws us 
back to our God-center. And all the 
checks and tugs and nudges we 
experience—the problems that bring 
us so often to anger and frustration— 
are necessary to bring us back in line 
with that center which makes sense of 
life and brings harmony and sym- 
metry to creation itself. 


These days, | find myself treating 
spyrographs with. unwonted rever- 
ence! What was once an amusing 
pastime has become for me a symbol 
of the way | should live my life and 
visualize its purpose. Even chance 
encounters or trivial incidents are 
beginning to appear at least partially 
parabolic! 


For the moment, at any rate, there 
are no straight lines or squares or 
triangles in my life, only soaring 
arches and ovals and circles, without 
beginning or end, separate but 
united. It is a slightly dizzy feeling!

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (NC)

| A STATEMENT in the

Cardinal Suenens told one 
session of about 10,000

"SOAP’ preview granted fo Ecumenical Conference — 


Southern Cross Reporter 


The 
Committee of the San Diego 
County Ecumenical Confer- 
ence has been granted a 
preview of the controversial 
ABC-TV series SOAP by 
KGTV, Channel 10, the ABC 
affiliate in San Diego. 


Father Eugene Fischer, 
committee chairman and di- 
rector of the diocesan Radio 
and Television Office, re- 
quested the review for the 
members of his committee 
from Clayton Brace, the vice 


president and _ general 
manager of the station. 
THE NETWORK §an- 


nounced July 15 that it was 
revising the first two epi- 
sodes, which had _ been 
criticized by Church and 


Communications 


secular writers and by heads 
of some of the affiliate 
stations, but did not offer 
reasons for the change. 

Father Fischer said Brace 
promised the preview in the 
near future after the revised 
episodes arrive. 

Opposition to the fall 
series was first brought into 
sharp focus in Los Angeles 
with publication of a sharply 
worded attack in the arch- 
diocesan newspaper, but 


SOAP has become a national . 


issue. 


THE LATEST action is the 
formation of a national coali- 
tion—‘‘the coalition for no 
SOAP’’—of religious and 
civic organizations that want 
to see SOAP cancelled. 


Eleven groups have so far 
joined the coalition, includ- 


ing the Catholic League for 
Religious and Civil Rights, 
the International Federation 
of Catholic Alumnae, the 
National Council of Catholic 
Women and the Knights of 
Columbus. 


In this diocese the Father 
Thomas B. Austin Council, 
Knights of Columbus, has 
pledged to try to persuade 
the San Diego ABC-TV 
affiliate, KGTV Channel 10, 
not to carry SOAP. 


According to Michael 
Schwartz, associate execu- 
tive director of the Catholic 
League, the coalition op- 
poses the series on the 
grounds that “‘It is not 
suitable .for prime time 
television and that, in the 
words of the PTA, ‘It is not 
an acceptable substitute for 
violence.’ "’
